.. The Individual Soldier Counts 
Other things being equal, an army 
made up of self-relir«-nt, thinkins men. 
has a. great advantage over a merely 
machine-like army, and this is especia 
ly true in present-day warfare. 
Maj. 
Uen. Hugh u. Scott, Chief of Staff, 1_. 
S. A., remarks on this point: 
"The conditions under which modern 


wars are fought are ever making in- 
creasing demands 
on the individual 


soldier. 
The 
individual sol- 


dier must know how to interpret ac- 
curately orders and signals, for ths 
enemy's fire may often so isolate him 
from his leaders and comrades, per- 
haps only a. step away, that he may be 
thrown on his own initiative in making 
his actions conform to 
those of 
the 
whole line he may have to use his own 
judgment in opening fire, in advancing, 
m intrenching."

In the Confederate armies individual 
soldiers were no less skillful, cool and 
brave. On both, sides they were Amer 
leans. 
Here are a few cases quoted from of- 
fical records. You must read between 
the lines to get the full benefit of the 
stories they tell of resourcefulness and 
courage. 
On June 9,1S62, Privatejohn Gray, 
5th Ohio Infantry,. "mounted on 
an 
artillery horse of the enemy and cap- 
tured a brass 6-pound piece, in the face 
of the enemy's fire, and brought it to 
the rear." 
On October 12, 1S63, Private Michael 
IXragherty, 13th Pennsylvania Cavalry, 
"at the head of a detachment of his 
companyp., dashed across an open field 
exposed to a deadly flre from 
the 
enemy, and succeeded in dislodging 
them from an unoccupied house, which 
be and- his comrades defended for sev- 
eral hours against repeated attacks, 
hus preventing the enemy from flank- 
ing the position of the Union forces." 
From May 8 toll, 1864, Private John 
B. Lynch, 3d Indiana Cavalry, "carried 
mportant dispatches from the Presi- 
dent to General Grant, passing through 
:be enemy's, country, escaping: capture 
delivered his messages and returned to 
Washington with replies thereto." 
On April 27, 1899, Private Edward 
White, 20th Kansas Infantry, during a 
flpht with insurgents in the Phillippine 
slandiB, "swam the Rlo Grande de 
Pampan&a In face of the enemy's fire 
and fastened a rope to an unoccupied 
trenches, thereby enabling the crossing

women, American

little commit such crimes in time of 
war as in times of peace. In this re- 
spect most of the civilized nations of 
the world think alike. . 


Fighting for Rights And Principles 
There is a third splendid tradition 
of the American Army which you will 
help to carry forward. It has bought 
always and everywhere In defense of 
principles and 
rights—never merely 
tor territory and for power. Even thi> 
Civil War resulted from the clash of 
opposing principles—the principle ot 
an 
indivisible Union upheld by ihe 
North, and that of freedom to with- 
draw from Uie Union upheld by ihu 
South. 
T'o protect the rights of citizen:*, tht> 
American people have several timof op 
posed tyrannical governments — Un- 
English government in 177G and 1S1- 
the French government for a shor' 
period in 1798, the Mexican goveri. 
ment in 1848, the Spanish governm<>n 
in 1898. The flnal effect in each case- 
has been to advance the cause of lib- 
erty and 
democracy throughout th 
1* 
world, even in the countries against 
which we fought. 
Our weapons bavr 
not willingly been turned against any 
peoples, but only against the rulers 
who misgoverned ana misled them. In 
fighting for our own rights, the Ameri- 
can Army has fought also, in Presi- 
dent Wilson's phrase, for the "rights 
of mankind." 
For a like high purpose, the Ameri- 
can people have entered into the pres- 
ent war against the German govern- 
ment—a. government which in our be- 
lief misrepresents and misleads the 
German people. Only by so doing can 
we make America and the world "sale 
for democracy." But one ending can 
be thought of—an ending that will 
guarantee the continuance of all those 
principles and rights which this Ameri- 
can Army has in the past so nobly 
fought to establish. 
Never lose sight, even for an instant. 
of the fact that all your training, your 
efforts, and your sacrifices have this 
one great object in view, the attain- 
ment of which is worth anything it 
may cost.
